





NEW NAME ANNOUNCED 


CONCORDIA 





As of yesterday afternoon the names 
“Sir George Williams University" and 
“Loyola College" ceased to exist as re- 
presentative of either institution. Instead, 
the official name proposed for the com- 
bined body will be Concordia University. 


In.a written statement released to the 
press yesterday at 12:00 noon, the joint 
negotiating committee which has conduc- 
ted all phases of the talks for more than 
a year, also announced the names of most 
of the prospective senior administrators 
of the new university. 


The agreement will now be submitted 
to the respective Boards of Governors 
and to the provincial government for ra- 
tification. 


The legal ramifications of the merger, 
however, are not expected to be cleared 
up before next September. Both compo- 
nents of the institution, therefore, will 
function as separate academic units for 
purposes of student enrollment, budget, 
and teaching contracts. 


The name “Concordia University" was 
selected by the joint negotiating com- 
mittee from the list of names submitted 
from within the two communities. It was 
chosen in order to highlight the spirit of 
harmony which, it is hoped, will prevail 
on both campuses and because the motto 
of the City of Montreal is “Concordia 
- salus”. 


The names “Sir George Williams" 
and “Loyola" will be preserved, how- 
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of the combined university. 


ever, to differentiate between the two 
campuses as well as being retained in 
the titles of the Faculties of Loyola, Sir 
George Williams Arts, and Sir George 
Williams Science. 


In addition to selecting the new name, 
the joint committee also recommended 
a number of chief administrative per- 
sonnel to the two boards. 


The first nominee was former Loyola 
Vice-Chairman of the Board of Trustees, 
Harry J. Hemens, an executive of Dupont 
of Canada Ltd., to the post of Chancellor. 


The committee also suggested former 
Sir George principal, John W. O’Brien 
for the office of Rector and Vice-Chan- 
cellor, while Father Patrick Malone, 
former Loyola president, is expected 
to be hired as Vice-Rector and Princi- 
pal of the Loyola Campus. ` 


Other Sir George administrators to 
continue in their present posts under the 


new regime will be Academic Vice-Rec- 
tor Jack Bordan, and Administration and 
Finance Vice-Rector John Smola. Deans 
Andrew Berczi, J. Clair Callaghan and 
Stanley G. French will take over uni- 
versity-wide responsibilities in the 
merged faculties of Commerce and Ad- 
ministration, Engineering, and Graduate 
Studies respectively. 


Meanwhile the new Dean of the Loyola 
Faculty of Arts and Science is expected 
to be Prof. Russell Breen, Ian Campbell 
will continue as head of the Sir George 
Faculty of Arts and Dr. Roger Verschin- 
gel will become acting deal of the Sir 
George Faculty of Science. 


There will also be two Associate 
Vice-Rectors Academic. They will be 
Prof. James Whitelaw and another ap- 
pointee to be named later. The latter po- 
sition was expected to be filled by Dr. 
Joseph Burke, Loyola Academic Vice- 





Principal and a prominent member of 
the joint negotiating committee, but his 
resighation made the move impossible. ` 


All these administrators were chosen 
by a search committee or Nominating 
Committee of the Joint Committee. No 
applications were called for or accepted 
for any of the posts but, after the admi- 
nistrative structure had been composed, 
the committee met to chose its nominees. 
All the posts which have been allocated 
so far have been to members of one of 
the two communities. 


In many respects, however, according 
to Dr. O’Brien the university is “further 
ahead than you might think in its prep- 
arations for next year." The naming of 
the senior officers is a big step towards 
setting a firm policy and solidifying the 
administration.
